Lein's both legs were broken, he 


received a 
fractured skull and in- 


ternal injuries. He was rushed to 
the St. Xavier hospital "iifFi/rtage, 
but lived only a 
few 
hours and 


never regained consciousness. 
The 


end came at 3:30 a. m. 


He is survived by his wife and 


a 
r.ine-yc3x-old 
son. Mrs. 


Lein was notified 
of the accident 


immediately 
and 
was 
driven to 


Portage in a car. She arrived there 
shortly before her husband died. 


Lein left Madison at 10 o'clock 


in the morning on one of his regu- 
lar business trips. He was driving 
a car owned by Robert V/ooton of 
the Bodge agency. Lein had recent- 
ly purchased a Dodge coape, but it 
was in the garage for repairs and 
Wooton allowed Lein the use of his 
own car for the trip. 


The 
accident 
hanpened 
about" 


3:45 
yesterday afternoon as he was 


driving to Madison. Just south of 
Portage there is a two mile stretch 
of 
road 
parallel to the railroad 


tracks. 
Lein was running his car 


faster than the trair was proceed- 
ing, which was about 35 miles an 
hour. 
The Madison business man 


forced ahead of the passenger in ,an 
attempt to get over the Zastrow 
crossing first but failed and the car 
was hit squarely 
and hurled fo: 


about 20 feet. Lein was thrown out 
of the car and his body was picked 
up, entangled between a five strand 
barbed wire fence. Members of the 
train crew cut his clothing and part 
of the fence to get his body from it. 


Lein has been a resident of Madi- 


son for about ona year and three 
months having co;ne hei-e rom Min- 
neapolis to take charge of the local 
agency for the L. C. Smith com- 
pany. 


This is the third accident which 


has occurred at or near the Zas- 
trow crossing within the last few 
days. On Thanksgiving eve a train 
struck . an auto, 
injuring-

McPhee, who is not expected to re- 
cover. He is in a crtical condition 
at the Portage hospital. 


A day or so later the

declared, has any authority

"It hasn't, yet reached the point- 
b this country," he said, "where 
any law has been passed 
which 


authorizes the president to sell in- 
dulgence to law breakers. 
If he 


grants such indulgence, 
he must 


do it without the sanction of law." 


Senator La Follette made-his as- 


sault on the merger 
in a speech 


calling up 
his 
resolution 
of In- 


quiry which asks Secretary Wal- 
lace for .detailed, information re.-" 
garding the merger - Tiegotistib'ns." 


If the president should give the 


opinion to these packers that, their 
proposed merger ^vas lawful, said 
the senator, such an executive ac- 
tion would be tantamount to prom- 
ising that the couirts-would rake no 
proceeding either to prevent 
the 


combination or to interfere against 
it.

"As well might 
these 
gentle- 


men seeking this merger, go be- 
fore a court and seek to extort- 
from the court a promise that, they 
would not be prosecuted for their 
violation of the law." 


Senator La Follette recalled that 


a recently proposed steel merger 
was abandoned when 
the federal 


trade commission filed a complaint 
that the combine would result in 
unfair competition and added: 


"Unfortunately, as I believe, tho 


federal irade commission has been 
depri-rad of all power .'by the pack- 
ers and stock yards act to inter- 
fere to prevent the present mer- 
ger, unless the secretary of agri- 
culture calls upon the commission 
to, make an investigation and re- 
port. 


"One 
of the.most dangerous and 


wicked pi'actices which ha? grown 
up largely in our day is that by 
which great corporations go either 
to the president or the, heads ut 
departments and make a bargain 
in advance for immunity for crimes 
they are about to commit. 


"If this merger 'is lawful, there 


is not the slightest reason, or ex- 
cuse for bargaining or attempting 
to bargain with the officials about 
it in advance. II it is plainly un- 
lawfci, then the attempt to 
se- 


cure official sanction for it is noth- 
ing, less than asking to have the 
officials 
agree to 
compound 
a 
crime."

Thte laborer in the street 
and the business man on the square, all keep the moonshin- 
er in his business and all are guilty in the criminalizing of 
the emigrant. 


"If every drunkard that was hailed before the judge

Secret City, and which makes any 
description of it difficult, is that 
while it is tragedy, it is nowhere 
oppressive.

4™ signals are not as efficient as the semaphore arm de- 
scribed, for to retain control of the car the human arm thrust 
out must be quickly drawn in, while the mechanical arm may be 
extended a considerable distance from where the contemplated 
turn or stop is to be made, so there can be no excuse for an 
accident to either motorists or pedestrians. 


The human arm is often thrust out for otvier purposes than for 
signaling or for no purpose at all and in consequence, other- 
drivers take a chance and accidents -rssu'lt, so $he semaphore 
arm is by far the more safe to use for the purpose. 


A number of states have laws and several municipalities ordi- 
nances requiring the .method described for arm signals while a 
few require movements at sleight varience. 


The lawa for signals should be identical and the same in all 
states.

Allowing the use of a number of signaling device's of various

stead act is not reducing crime, ac- 
cording to Dr. J. J. SeelmaTi, pres-j 
ident of the Association Against | 
the 
Prohibition Amendment, Wis- j 


consin division. 


The statistics, Dr. Seelman said, 


show marked increases in the num- 
ber of patients of these institutions 
in the pr°biMtion year of 1922, ov- 
er that of the pre-prohibition year 
of 1917. 
The census report shows 


that the total number 'of. prisoners 
in 'federal, state and county insti- 
tutions in 1917 was 277,349 and in 
1922, the total has alreadv reached 
294,722, an increase of 17,373 and 
representing an increase even on 
the basis per 100,000 population as 
between the anti-prohibition year of 
1917 and the prohibition year 1922, 
according to Dr. 'Seelman. . 
: 


Another feature of prohibition, 


he points out, is the fact that in 
habitually dry states, the increase 
is larger than in states, which en- 
joyed liberal laws until the. adop- 
tion of the eighteenth amendment.:
